This piece was No. 6 in a group of about 20 similar pieces studied c>y 
us about 15 years ago. It is distinguished from all other known pieces 
by having in the obverse field equally spaced and close spiral tool marks 
on all except the left side. In our opinion this concentric appearing 
group of circular lines resulted from the use of an automatic cross cutting 
tool when a lathe was used to cut off the end of a steel rod being prepared 
as part of the forgery process. The steel rod was to be used as a false 
hub or false die to be made by a pressure transfer process. The tool marks 
in our opinion did not result from the preparation in a lathe of the gold 
planchet on which the coin was struck. 

The submitted piece is one of the coins in a socalled "hoard" found in recent 
years and has been studied by many people. One piece from the hoard with 
a glittering surface was the subject of an arbitration under PNG auspices 
and litigation in Cook County, Illinois. The arbitration panel unanimously 
determined that the coin was not a proof and the court sustained the decision 
of the arbitrators. The arbitration panel was about to give an opinion on 
whether that coin was or was not genuine but did not file any opinion on 
that issue. Neither PNG nor members of the arbitration panel have been 
willing to make any of the official files available for review by appropriate 
persons and should be requested to do so by ANACS either under the Code of 
Ethics or otherwise. We have been denied the right to examine certain parts 
of these files after many requests. We have learned additional facts and have 
come to further conclusions subsequent to the original opinion given in that 
arbitration. 

We have concluded that the original pair of dies for the 1853 $20 U. S. 

Assay Office 900 fine were improperly removed from and not returned to the 
U. S. Mint in Philadelphia sometime after 1912. These dies were not used 
by the person who took them. Transfer hubs and transfer dies were secretly 
and privately made at a much later date from the original dies. There was 
polishing and tooling on the hubs and on the dies and a few coins were struck 
in various stages of the completion of polishing and tooling of the dies. 
Others were struck after completion. There was a new collar prepared in a 
broaching machine with 179 reeds on the edge, the normal collar having 170 
reeds. One of the false dies was cut into parts to produce other related 
gold and lead numismatic items. Although the Red Book has properly delisted 
related items there has been a general fear of and spinelessness toward 
bringing the facts into the open. This attitude is not limited to a few 
people but to several large numismatic organizations and many individuals. 

It could also have many economic reverberations if the facts were available. 

The submitted piece has a ball shaped raised die break on top of the first 
A of ASSAY. This developed in the late stages of the use of the original 
die, but is not found on some of the other related pieces as it was ground off 
of the forged transfer hub. A similar raised oval die break between the top 
parts of SS in ASSAY also can be noticed on the submitted piece. 

There is an identifying nick which appears on the obverse as a line dent 
rising to the right on the upper part of the I in UNITED. This nick is

not an accident to the coin but is in the false die. Similarly there is a 
diagonal nick in the lower text panel line of the reverse below the right 
side of the F in CALIFORNIA. This is also a characteristic of the false 
die and not an accident to the coin. 

The normal die break lump on the right side of the T in UNITED on the 
reverse is present along with the breaks connecting the L of GOLD with 
letters above and below. 

The surface of the submitted piece is mildly shiny but much duller than the 
pieces with a glittering surface. 

This submitted piece is the most important link in a modern forgery saga 
in our opinion and should be retained by ANACS, if at all possible for 
instruction purposes. In our opinion it is a most dangerous forgery and 
as such an outstanding example of the efforts which have been taken to 
deceive numismatists. 

Much additional data and research are available from us if the matter is 
to be further studied.

first restrike from the original dies. It was done by a 
coin dealer and, therefore, should not be classified as 
genuine, but as a private restrike. 


E-2120-B - 1860 Clark Gruber $20 pattern in copper plated with gold. 


Weight 17.74 grams. Specific gravity 8.9. The under coin 
is genuine and is copper. The gold plating is false. 

The piece should be described as altered. 


E-2211-B - $20 Kellog 1855. Genuine.

3.97407 grams (61.3 grains) and 
10.27 specific gravity (ANACS weight of 3.89 grams and sp. gr. of 12.78 are 
in error). 

It has a concave edge depression between IN and MAS on the obverse and over the 
right upright of M on the reverse. In this part the edge has what appear to be 
porosity holes on the edge as well as file marks. This indicates that a sprue 
could have been at this point for a centrifugal casting. 

This coin has botches of black oxidation on both sides which seem to have 
resulted from attempted coloration by placing it in a wood or coal fire. It has 
scratches to the right of the t r e e which appear cast. It has a depressed blotch 
under the X which is unnatural in view of the fullness of the X. 

The reverse appears more strongly struck than the obverse. 

The most unusual defect is its short weight. It is full diameter on both faces 
and unclipped. Its wear is minor yet it weighs only 61.3 grains which is almost 
15% below the standard of 72 grains. This could not happen from deterioration 
from burial and leave the reverse strong.

This piece was No. 6 in a group of about 20 similar pieces studied by 
us about 15 years ago. It is distinguished from all other known pieces 
by having in the obverse field equally spaced and close spiral tool marks 
on all except the left side. In our opinion this concentric appearing 
group of circular lines resulted from the use of an automatic cross cutting 
tool when a lathe was used to cut off the end of a steel rod being prepared 
as part of the forgery process. The steel rod was to be used as a false 
hub or false die to be made by a pressure transfer process. The tool marks 
in our opinion did not result from the preparation in a lathe of the gold 
planchet on which the coin was struck. 

The submitted piece is one of the coins in a socalled "hoard" found in recent 
years and has been studied by many people. One piece from the hoard with 
a glittering surface was the subject of an arbitration under PNG auspices 
and litigation in Cook County, Illinois. The arbitration panel unanimously 
determined that the coin was not a proof and the court sustained the decision 
of the arbitrators. The arbitration panel was about to give an opinion on 
whether that coin was or was not genuine but did not file any opinion on 
that issue. Neither PNG nor members of the arbitration panel have been 
willing to make any of the official files available for review by appropriate 
persons and should be requested to do so by ANACS either under the Code of 
Ethics or otherwise. We have been denied the right to examine certain parts 
of these files after many requests. We have learned additional facts and have 
come to further conclusions subsequent to the original opinion given in that 
arbitration. 

We have concluded that the original pair of dies for the 1853 $20 U. S. 

Assay Office 900 fine were improperly removed from and not returned to the 
U. S. Mint in Philadelphia sometime after 1912. These dies were not used 
by the person who took them. Transfer hubs and transfer dies were secretly 
and privately made at a much later date from the original dies. There was 
polishing and tooling on the hubs and on the dies and a few coins were struck 
in various stages of the completion of polishing and tooling of the dies. 
Others were struck after completion. There was a new collar prepared in a 
broaching machine with 179 reeds on the edge, the normal collar having 170 
reeds. One of the false dies was cut into parts to produce other related 
gold and lead numismatic items. Although the Red Book has properly delisted 
related items there has been a general fear of and spinelessness toward 
bringing the facts into the open. This attitude is not limited to a few 
people but to several large numismatic organizations and many individuals. 

It could also have many economic reverberations if the facts were available. 

The submitted piece has a ball shaped raised die break on top of the first 
A of ASSAY. This developed in the late stages of the use of the original 
die, but is not found on some of the other related pieces as it was ground off 
of the forged transfer hub. A similar raised oval die break between the top 
parts of SS in ASSAY also can be noticed on the submitted piece. 

There is an identifying nick which appears on the obverse as a line dent 
rising to the right on the upper part of the I in UNITED. This nick is 
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not an accident to the coin but is in the false die. Similarly there is a 
diagonal nick in the lower text panel line of the reverse below the right 
side of the F in CALIFORNIA. This is also a characteristic of the false 
die and not an accident to the coin. 

The normal die break lump on the right side of the T in UNITED on the 
reverse is present along with the breaks connecting the L of GOLD with 
letters above and below. 

The surface of the submitted piece is mildly shiny but much duller than the 
pieces with a glittering surface. 

This submitted piece is the most important link in a modern forgery saga 
in our opinion and should be retained by ANACS , if at all possible for 
instruction purposes. In our opinion it is a most dangerous forgery and 
as such an outstanding example of the efforts which have been taken to 
deceive numismatists. 

Much additional data and research are available from us if the matter is 
to be further studied.

This piece was No. 6 in a group of about 20 similar pieces studied by 
us about 15 years ago. It is distinguished from all other known pieces 
by having in the obverse field equally spaced and close spiral tool marks 
on all except the left side. In our opinion this concentric appearing 
group of circular lines resulted from the use of an automatic cross cutting 
tool when a lathe was used to cut off the end of a steel rod being prepared 
as part of the forgery process. The steel rod was to be used as a false 
hub or false die to be made by a pressure transfer process. The tool marks 
in our opinion did not result from the preparation in a lathe of the gold 
planchet on which the coin was struck. 

The submitted piece is one of the coins in a socalled "hoard" found in recent 
years and has been studied by many people. One piece from the hoard with 
a glittering surface was the subject of an arbitration under PNG auspices 
and litigation in Cook County, Illinois. The arbitration panel unanimously 
determined that the coin was not a proof and the court sustained the decision 
of the arbitrators. The arbitration panel was about to give an opinion on 
whether that coin was or was not genuine but did not file any opinion on 
that issue. Neither PNG nor members of the arbitration panel have been 
willing to make any of the official files available for review by appropriate 
persons and should be requested to do so by ANACS either under the Code of 
Ethics or otherwise. We have been denied the right to examine certain parts 
of these files after many requests. We have learned additional facts and have 
come to further conclusions subsequent to the original opinion given in that 
arbitration. 

We have concluded that the original pair of dies for the 1853 $20 U. S. 

Assay Office 900 fine were improperly removed from and not returned to the 
U. S. Mint in Philadelphia sometime after 1912. These dies were not used 
by the person who took them.

Small Pine Tree Shilling Noe 29. Wt . 4.343 grams. Ornament 
between IN and MAS virtually missing. Rough area in field 
around lower right tree branches. Reverse circular lettering 
weak, but not from wear. Entire striking detail is fuzzy. 

This is a cast forgery in my opinion. No specific gravity 
furnished or measured. 

Vermont Ryder 6. Wt . 8.68 grams. Sp. gr. 8.86. GENA Sale 
9/28/78 Lot 1690. This piece has a dark color which is too 
uniform (even on the planchet defects) except on the edge where 
it has very unnatural color variations. ER of VERMONTENSIUM is 
very weak and seems adjacent to a casting port on the edge. 
Planchet defects at SIU and across rays and stars under RTA 
appear cast. There are unnatural beading folds above UARTA which 
appear cast and not from an accident. There is a raised lip at 
edge over LA which seems to have been done by tooling the edge 
in a lathe. A forgery in my opinion. 

Chalmers shilling short worm. 3.365. 10.245 sp. gr. GENA Sale 

9/28/78 Lot #1614. This coin had a large round hole which has 
been filled after extensive heating. It has been reengraved 
particularly on the snake above the birds. The crossbar of A in 
ANNAPOLIS has been destroyed. The edge is filed and not milled as 
it should be. There is porosity around the ornament after ONE. 

The coin has been artificially recolored to be very black in the 
field. Whether this is genuine or a forgery to start with is 
unimportant as it has been altered so extensively as to be con- 
sidered artificial. 

The coins are returned herewith. I hope I have been helpful.
